Record Tax Roll 
Will Cost Million 
Dollars A Month 


A record tax roll, one that- will 
cost Palm Beach County taxpayers 
a million dollars a month, was sub- 
mitted to the County Commission 
Monday by James Owens,. county 


tax assessor. 


The commission, by statute, is 
required to receive the tax roll on 


the first Monday in October. 


Owens told the board total taxes 
to be collected by all sources dur- 
ing the year will be $13,008,064— 
of which the largest slice, about $5 
million, goes for schools.:The coun- 
ty’s share fo the tax revenue is 
$4.4 million with the balance of 
collections going to the Port of 
and South 
Florida Flood Control District, sub 
hospital dis- 
tricts and special road and bridge

Total valuation for the tax roll 
was set by Owens at $340,668,092 
an increase of some $37 million 
over last year. Of the increase, 
more than $13 million is tax free 
because of homestead exemptions,

by $1 million, Owens said. Total 
estimated intangible taxes which 
go directly to the state and are

Moore Haven Gets 
Slaughter Plant 


Announcement has been made in 
Moore Haven by L. A. Stanton of 
Chicago and Sarasota he has sign- 
ed a purchase option for 16 acres 
of land in Glades county from E. J. 
Kidd on which he plans to build a 
slaughter house and meat plarit at 
a cost of $250,000.00 D 

Stanton said he would begin con- 
struction of the slaughter house 
and rendering plant as soon as 
plans have been’ approved by the 
Dept. of Agriculture, since the 
plant will operate under federal 
inspection. 

“It will probably be six months 
before we can begin operating,” 
Stanton said, “but we will be op- 
erating in three months if it's 
‘ possible.” 

} The site selected for the plant is 
ja triangle of land bounded on one 
side by the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad, on the other side by the 
Diston’ Island No. 1 feeder canal 
and the base along SR 720, about 
three miles east of Moore Haven. 

Stanton said, “I don’t pretend to. 

say that the plant will be as large 
as the Lykes plant in Tampa, or 
the Swift plant in Ocala, but T'I 
assure you that there'll not be a 
„more modern plant in the netire 
country.” 
‘<A starting operation of 100 cat- 
tle and 200 to 250 calves is esti- 
mated with jobs for some 50 peo- 
ple. 

This is the first industry of any

In an effort to consolidate its 
parks budget for the coming year, 
the county commission voted Mon- 
day to consider the possibility of 
turning over the operation of 
Phipps Océan Park to the Town of 
Palm Beach, 

Commission Chairman Kenneth |$ 
Foster said the up-coming budget 
is far short fo providing funds for 
both operation and improvement of 
all county parks and that some 
means should be studied whereby 
the board can give special atten- 
tion to further development of its 
four major parks, Major parks 
were listed as Jupiter Park, John 
Prince Memorial Park, Lake Ida 
Park and Glade’ Park. 

The board also explained that 
one of the principal reasons for 
turning Phipps Park and possibly 
Foster Memorial Park at Riviera 
Beach over to municipalities is to 
elminate divided authority for op- 
eration of the two Ee ee 
which are located within ci y 
limits of the two communities. 

Under no cumstances, Foster į 
said, would the county consider 
turning over lands that are not 
deeded for public park use, to be 
operated by state, county or mu- 
nicipal agencies. Both Phipps and 
Foster Parks have been dedicated 
for public use for ail times, Foster 
said. 

The board chairman said Palm 
Beach officials have expressed in- 
terest in taking Phipps Parks but 
the Town of Riviera Beach is not 
interested at this time in accept- 
ing the causeway recreation area 
in that municipality.
